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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
considertheapplicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 12-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bonn et al. (W094/1 1305) in view of Noetzel et al. (US 4,568,706). 

Applicants argue that the rejection fails to provide a motivation to apply Noetzel's 
pore diameter of 10 to 1000 nm to Bonn's non-porous bead polymer. This is not 
convincing because the rejection is based on the fact that a polymer possesses a pore 
size which can be adjusted. Bonn's reference discloses in page 7 2"^ paragraph that 
the beads have a pore size of less than 30 angstrom which is viewed to be inclusive of 
the size limitation of the instant claims of 10 to 1000 nm. 
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Noetzel discloses that the pore diameter can be controlled. In order to achieve 
as high porosity of the bead of the polymer as is possible, preferably certain inert liquid 
component are added to the polymerization system. The optimal inert agent or mixture 
of inert agents can readily be determined by few simple routine experiments. The pore 
size can be affected by the type and amount of the inert agent but also by the amount of 
crosslinking component. The amount of inert agent added can be widely varied. It 
depends, inter alia, on the monomer composition of the carrier, in particular its content 
of crosslinker, the desired porosity (pore size) and the exact intended use of the carrier 
polymer. Thus when the degree of crosslinking is high, a correspondingly large amount 
of inert agent is advisable, in order to achieve a specified porosity. Equally, at one and 
the same degree of crosslinking, the porosity will be larger the more inert agent is 
employed. Obviously, this can only be increase within certain limit since otherwise the 
thickness of the walls of the macroporous beads, and thus their mechanical stability 
become too low. (col. 7-8). Since both the prior art and the instant application prepare 
and use composition which appeared to be identical for chromatography processes. 
The prior art therefore suggests that the composition therein disclosed are effective in 
such process therefore suggesting the instant application under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a).
